FROM YOUR GARDEN

How many plants to grow will 
depend on the Space available, Fach 
plant should yield 10 to 15 pounds 
of fryits and will need at least 4 
$q, ft, of space if grown upright 
on a stake, twice as much if al- 
Jowed to sprawl on the ground, The 
|stuked plants will yield less per 
plant, but as much or more for the 
area occupied, 
| Each needs a stake 5 to 6 ft, 
‘Tong, sunk a foot or more in the 
, Sround, though the plants can also 
lo very well on a trellis or twine 

, Supported by poles. As they grow, 
jthey put oul shoots where a leat 
Joins the stem, These shoots should 
{ be pinched off with finger and thumb 
so that only a main stem, or at 
Most two, may develop, When the 
| tp of the pole is reached, the plant 
mist be pinched there also, In tying 
| the plants to their poles, use coarse 
atring or a strip of rag and tie ‘it 
tightly to the pole but loosely round 
the siem. 
(_, Tomatoes on the ground create 
shade which saves moisture; those 
Srown upright should have a thick 
mulch, or covering, of grass clip- 
pings, leaves or hay, Whether up- 
right or prostrate, the plants will 
be greatly helped by a ring of fer- 
tilizer applied after the first green 
fruits appear, 6 or 8 inches away 
| from the stem. * 
Some gardeners buy seedling 
plants and are content with what- 
ever varieties are offered, This is 
especially good in northern areas 
where the summers are short, Else- 
where little time is lost by sowing 
j direct in the garden and shielding 


is less expensive and allows a chotce 
of varieties. Of these there are 
many, in red, pink and yellow, The 
new red hybrids yield heavily, but 
Marglobe and Rutgers fre still great 
favorites, Some people like the old 
Ponderosa and Beefsteak for the 
Sub-acid flavor of their huge but 
somewhat puffy fruits; others prefer 
the Italian type, such as Red Top 
and San Marzano which are oblong 
and solid, with little’ juice. Well 
worth growing are the small-fruited 
varicties which bear clusters like 
little cherries in red or yellow.
